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THE BOARDS OF TRADE. 


Important Action Taken at the 
Closing Session of the Na- 
tional Convention, 


\ 


Bills Regarding Inter-State Commerce 
and American Shipping Inter- 
ests Considered, 


American Pork Prohibition Made the Sub- 
ject of a Long and Interesting 
7 Debate, 


Wasnincton, D. C., 
The morning session of the National Board of 
Trade was devoted to the discussion of inter- 
State commerce and other matters on the pro- 
gram. It was resolved that a National Board 
of Railroad Commissioners should be estab- 
lished as an executive and supervisory body to 
study the transportation problem, but the 
board deemed it inexpedient to indorse the 
provisions of the Reagan bill or any similar 
measure. | 

At the evening meeting the special commit- 
tee appointed for the purpose of considering 
American shipping interests reported in favor 
of the Dingley bill and a resolution to that et- 
fect was adopted by the board, after which 
Congressman Dunham, of Chicago, offered a 
resolution at the suggestion of the Board of 
Trade of Cincinnati, which was afterwards 
amended and adopted as follows: 


WHEREAS, Certain foreign countries, by legisla - 
tion and edicts, have prohibited unconditionally 
the importation of American pork products, on the 
misrepresentation that the same are unwholesome 
and unsound; and 

WHEREAS, The general consumption of and the 
most rigid and scientific inspection of American 
pork products in England and in this and other 
countries have demoastrated the absolute whole- 
someness and soundness of said products; and 

WHEREAS, Such prohibitory acts are a most se- 
rious blow to our farming and manufacturing in- 
terests, and equally an injury to our commercial 


, and financial prosperity; therefore, 


Resolved, That the National Board of Trade re- 
spectfully requests Congress to take prompt action 
with a view to the removal of the unjust discrimi- 
nation now referred to, and which we believe to be 
in violation of the spirit of treaty obligations. 

MR. BRINE. 

Mr. George Brine, of Armour & Co., Chicago, 
opened the debate. He stated that he repre- 
sented over $100,000,000 invested in pork-pack- 
ing in the West alone. He had today a lengthy 
conference with Senator Millet, of California, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, which Senator Cullom attended. He 
found Senator Miller fully conversant with the 
question and anxious to codperate. Miller be- 
lieved that no foundation existed for the pro- 
hibitory decrees of foreign countries, and was 
ready to aid in removing them. Some of his 
colleagues in the committee were anxious for 
prompt settlement by way of reprisals, and his 
committee had called for voluminous reports 
from the Secretary of State and Commissioner of 
Agriculture, and on receipt of them prompt ac- 
tion would be taken. He had seen a portion of 
the correspondence ‘between the Secretary of 
State and the American Ministers to England, 
France, and Germany, and they were all urgent 
for action on the part of the Government, and 
extremely strongin their denunciation of tho 
action taken by those countries prohibiting the 
importation of American hog products. He 
s¥ated that he appeared at the solicitation of 
the Hon. R. W. Dunham, having arrived this 
morning from New York. He said that not 
one authenticated case of disease from trichi- 
niasis haa ever resulting from the 
use of American hog products. He had within 
the last two weeks learned from the statements 
of experts of the Agricultural Department 
that after investigation they had failed to find 
any foundation for the allegations made by the 
fefeign countries that had issued edicts pro- 
hibiting the importation of American hog prod- 
ucts. He claimed that this was an attack upon 
an industry which maintained and employed an 
enormous commercial. marine. He said that 
unless the Government promptly protected the 
agricultural interests of the West the last mat- 
ter under discussion (the Bankruptcy bill) ex- 
ceeded all others in importance, as our farm- 

and merchants would soon 

advantage of some such 
measure if our ucts were 
excluded by the countries which had interdicted 
them. These are the foundations of the great 
production of corn in Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Ohio, Kansas, and Nebraska. If the Govern- 
ment failed to protect the staple productions 
of our country, possibly England and other 
consumers of our cotton. would soon find that 
some insect infected that staple, rendering it 
unfit for the use of its people on the ground 
that it contained poisonous elements, and on 
the same unwarranted ground would 
tempt to protect their East Indian and 
products. If these unjust discrimina- 

tions on the part of foreign Governments were 
not noticed by this country, and the unwar- 


‘ranted libels upon our agricultural interests 


were not met by prompt denial, we would 
lose the respect of the commercial world and 
suffer unparalleled damage. 

Mr. Brine read telegrams from many of the 
Western packers, amongst which was the fol- 
lowing from Messrs. Armour & Co.: 2 

CHICAGO, III.. Jan. 9.— 1 George J. Brine, u- 
lard’s Hotel, Washington, D. C.: Gabain Freres, of 
Havre, the largest house in France, writes us us 
follows: “The recent vote in favor of prohibi- 
tion was purely the result of protection 
and personal interest, and, if your Govern- 
ment would pass a measure prohibiting the 
importation of French goods or to double the duty, 
the question would be very soon settled. The 
whole matter turns upon a consideration of per- 
sonal interests, and we shall never bring this 
crowd of seltish creatures who call themselves 
statesmen to their senses until we bring the press- 
ure of injured interests to work against those who 
are making use of their votes to further their own 
personal advantage.“ 

We also bave from Siegnouset, a large merchant 
of Bordeaux, cables and letters confirming the 
statements of Gabain Freres in the strongest 
terms; also, that sanitary measures 
do not enter in the matter but is 
entirely protective and personal, and that 
prompt action by our Government in retaliation 
would soon have the desired effect, but, so long as 
our Government is content to do nothing, so long 
can we expect the prohibitory measure to remain 
in force. We have cables and letters from other 
parties to this purport. ARMOUR & Co. 

He also read a letter from one of the largest 
dealers in American pork products in Havre in 
which the statement was made that the pro- 
hibitory decree of France had been repealed, 
but had again been putin force through the 
misstatements of M. Paul Bert, who had mis- 
represented the statements of Dr. Detmers, 
who has been employed by this Government in 
the examination of the hog product of this

country, and has been in the packing-houses of | 


Armour & Co. since last August. He officially 
denied the statements attributed to him. As 
each day might bring about some new ab- 
surdity the Havre firm thought it necessary to 
cable the results daily, as the Government of 


France is willing to make itself the laughing 


stock of the world, and they were certain 

that the only way to obtain justice was 

for the United States to adopt measures of re- 

prisal against the products coming from that 

country; that if the members of Congress 

could understand the question the matter 

might soon be settled, as Congress. had the 

means of exercising great pressure by imposing 

duties on goods imported by French vessels, | 
which would result in serious injury to French 

interests; and that this measure was once be- 

fore threatened to be adopted when the French 

Government introduced discriminating duties 

between goods imported by vessels and 
those by other nationalities. 

\ OTHER SPEECHES. 

Stern, of New York, made a speech of a

Mr. Marvin, of New York, Said: “ We are 
living in a glass house. We remember the time 
when England attempted to forte tea upon us. 
We may imperil the farming interest by forcing 


Europe to exclade our wheat d corn.“ He 
suggested that Congress be to investi- 
gate the status as to our relations, and 
to ask those countries to raise embargo. 


Mr. Denny, of Boston, suggested that, as it 
had been stated that the action Of France and 
Germany violated a treaty oDligation, it should 
be inserted in the preamble. This was agreed 
to by Mr. Dunham, and the proceeded 
to draw up anew resolution. When this was 
done Mr. Dunham withdrew his acceptance. He 
said European countries have interfered with 


the pocket of the American farmer. This is 


not a question of treaty violation, but a ques- 
tion of fraud, and, though he believed that it is 
against the treaty stipulations, be thougnt if it 
was discovered that no esse 
tions had been violated in its letter the inser- 
tion of such a clause might defeat the ends 
aimed at in the resolution. 
Mr. Wetherill thought we Ought to be very 
sure that France, or the French and German 
‘Governments, are not right in the assumption 
that the American hog products are injurious 
to health. He believed that a sinister motive 
lurked behind the alleged cause of the inhib- 
tion. He made a strong speeth in favor of 
prompt, immediate, and decisivé retaliation. 
At the suggestion of one of the men.bers a 
committee was appointed by the Chair to re- 
consider and report upon the regolutions. The 
committee deliberated ten minu and re- 
ported the preamble and resolutions Mentioned 
above. When, after the customary vote of 
thanks to the press, the President, and Secre- 
tary, Mr. Fraley,the venerable President, made 
a feeling allusion to his connection with the 
board and the honors which had been tendered 
him, and the convention adqourted sine die. 


FREDERICK DOUGLASS. 
| 


The Sable Bridegroom His Wife 16 
46 — and He Had a Right 
to Marry Her. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 
Washington Post will tomorrow;have the fol- 
lowing: When Mr. Douglass appeared in the 
parlor of his residence Friday night in re- 
sponse to a reporter's call he did not appear in 
the least disturbed by the excitement which his 
marriage had occasioned. “I @on’t see why 
there should be any comment,” said he. It 
is certainly not any event of public moment. 
I have simply exercised the rights which the 
laws accord to every citizen, d I am as- 
tonished that a city so large as I con- 
sider Washington to be should become 
at once so small. It seems that the newspapers 
would present to the eye of public curiosity 
and to those, too, which every man holds most 
dear and sacred, the affairs of the family. 
What would you have me say? I can give no 
explanation. I can make no apology.” 

The opinion has been expressed that the 

colored people, who look to you as a leader, 
will consider your position in the light of your 
present action as equivocal.” 
i do not presume to be a leader,“ answered 
Mr. Douglass, but if I have advocated the 
cause of the eolored people it is not because I 
am a negro, but because I am a man. The 
same impulse which would move me to jump 
into the water to save a white child from 
drowning causes me to espouse the cause of 
the down-trodden and oppressed wherever I 
find them. Mr. Lincoln and Mr, Sumner were 
leaders of the colored people far greater than 
I, an humble citizen, can ever hope to be. They 
were both white men. What effect, then, can the 
affairs of my private life have upon my prin- 
ciples of justice? I want for the colored people 
22 of citizenship, and 
or those objects sti wonlgne just ear- 
— * and shall —— to 80 une the 
end.“ 

It is said that your action reflects unfavor- 
ably upon the women of the colored race, and 
will consequently have a ruinous effect upon 
your future?“ 

have no political aspirations. Iam get- 
ting well along in years now. and I wish only 
to live quietly and peaceably, doing ail the 
good I can. All this excitement, then, is 
caused by a marriage of a woman a few shades 
lighter than myself. If I had married 
a black woman there would have been nothing 
said about it. Yet the disparity in our com- 
plexions would have been the same. I am not 
an African, as may be seen from my features 
and hair, and it is equally easy to discern that 
lam not Caucasian. There are many colored 
ladies of my acquaintance who are @ good as 
I, and who are a great deal better educated, 
yet in affairs of this nature who is to decide 
the why and wherefore? I have been 
associated with the lady who has be- 
come my wife for some time past. I 
came to know her well and was pleased with 
her, and she, I hope, with me. I conceive,”’ 
said he, in conclusion, that there is no divis- 
ion of races. God Almighty made but one 
race. I adopt the theory that in time the 
varieties of races will be blended into one. 
Let us look back when the black and the white 
people were distinct in this country. In 250 
years there has been grown up a million of in- 
termediate. And this will continue. You may 
say that Frederick Douglass considers himself 
a member of the one race which exists.” 


Mr. Douglass stated that the disparity in

AN OLD OLAIM. 


The Sulzbach Case in Connection with 
the Building of the Davenport & St. 
Paul Road Comes to the Surface. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 


The Sulzbach case, growing out of the building 


of the Davenport & St. Paul Railroad, has 
again been brought to the surface in the Phila- 
delphia courts. This morning argument was 
begunin the equity proceedings brought by 
the Sulzbach Bros., a banking firm of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, against the Philadelphia 
Trust Company, George B. Roberts, and Will- 
iam M. Sprackman, administrators of the es- 
tate of John Edgar Thompson, late President 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company; ex- 
Gov. William Dennison, of Ohio; Andrew Car 
negie, of New York; and Benjamin E. Smith, 


of Ohio. This suit was begun in 
the carly —— of 1877, and from 
that time on has been dragging along slowly, 


until at last it has reached a final issue. The 
Sulzbachs, through Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
bonght $3,000,000 worth of the construction 
bonds of the Davenport & St. Paul Railroad, 
which, when the road was finally sold at auc- 
tion, realized 8143 on each thousand invested. 
The Sulzbachs now claim overissue of stock 
and general carelesness on the part of defend- 
ants.

ZORA BURNS. 


The Logan County Grand Jury 
Charges Orrin A. Carpenter | 


He Is Immediately Arrested and Placed 
in Jail and Bail Emphatically 
Refused. 


The Prosecution Claim to Have Efldence | 


Sufficient to Oonvict—Dr. Belfleld's 
Microscopical Labors. 


LINCOLN, III., Jan. 25.— Interest 
in the Zora Burns homicide has been revived 
during the week by the investigation in prog- 
ress before the grand jury, and was hightened 
about 3 o’clock this afternoon when that body 
presented an indictment charging Orrin A. 
Carpenter with being the perpetrator of the 
horrible deed. At the time but few other than 
the attorneys engaged in an unimportant case 
being heard by the court were in the room, but 
the news sprea rapidly, and within half an 
hour it was filled to overflowing. 

CARPENTER ARRESTED. 

The defendant came into court with Mr. 
Hodnett, one of his counsel, and appeared 
somewhat excited when called before the bar 
while State’s-Attorney Forrest read the indict- 
ment. He was immediately arrested under a 
bench warrant, to which Counsel Beach took 
exceptions and argued before the court that 
such a proceeding was unnecessary and not in 
accordance with the practice in such cases; 
that the bond under which he had been placed 
at the preliminary hearing was still in full 
force and effect, and that the prisoner should 
not be sent to jail. 

BAIL REFUSED. 

The exceptions were overruled by Judge 
Herdman with marked emphasis, who said: I 
cannot and will not admit the defendant to 
bail. He must go to jail. The Sheriff will take 
charge of the prisoner ’—which was immediate- 
ly done and the order made that he be arraigned 
Tuesday morning next: ~~ 

THE MISSING LINK SUPPLIED. 

About sixty witnesses were examined by the 
grand jury, but what facts were elicited further 
than already made public it is difficult to learn, 
though the prosecution claim that sufficient 
and known of to con- 
vince any jury of the defendant's 
guilt of the crime. It is reported that Zora's 
abiding-place Saturday night and Sunday has 
been discovered; that it was with an old negress 
who had been in the employ of the Carpenters 
as a washerwoman, and that her deposition was 
read before the grand jury setting out that 
Carpenter came to her house for Zora at about 
1 o’clock Monday morning; that the witness 
had departed for Kentucky a few days after 
the murder and her whereabouts is only known 
to the prosecution, who prefer to trust her 
statement in writing to bringing her upon the 

THE TRIAL. 

When the prisoner is arraigned his counsel 
will ask that he be admitted to bail, failing in 
which they will endeavor to have him released 
on a writ of habeas corpus. It is not believed 
the case will come up for final hearing at this 
term of court, and the opinion prevails that the 
issues will not be tried in this county, where 
public sentiment has not changed materially 
from what it was at the close of the prelimina- 
ry heuring— that is, very much against the de- 
fendant. 


[Zora Burns, it will be remembered, was mur- 
dered at Lincoln, III., Saturday. Oct. 15, 1883. She 
was employed as a servant at Carpenter's house, 
and at the Coroner’s inquest it was sought to be 
show that improper relations had existed between 
them. Many circumstances were thought to indi- 
cate that Carpenter was the criminal, but they were 
net considered sufficient to hold him for trial. 
Carpenter is reputed to be a man of great wealth.) 


THE HAIRPIN EVIDENCE. 

Dr. W. T. Belfield, of Chicago, witness before 
the grand jury at Lincoln, returned last night. 
To a TRIBUNE reporter who questioned him re- 
garding the labors of the grand jury, Dr. Bel- 
field said that in his opinion an indictment 
would be found against Carpenter. I am not 
at liberty,” said he, to tell all I know about 
the case, because the prosecution does not 
want that given away. I have not completed 
my report on the microscopical examination of 
the stains on the reins, and may not complete 
itatall. The hairpin evidence, as you know, 
fs considered valuable. A microscopical ex- 
amination made by me shows that the crimped 


‘hairpins found in Carpenter’s buggy were 


crimped by the same piece of machinery that 
the hairpins purchased by Zora Burns at St. 
Elmo were crimped by. Unfortunately, the 
hairpin found in the murdered girl’s pocket 
was lost.” 


TELEPHONIC LITIGATION. 


Serious Setback for the Bell Company 
—A Movement to Make the Telephone 
Public Property. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
The Bell Telephone Company received its first 
powerful setback in a decision of Judge Mo- 
Kenna in the United States Distriot Court to- 
day, refusing an injunction asked by the Bell 
Company against the Overland Telephone Com- 
pany.

THE DAKOTA MUDDLE, 


F. G. Kretschmer {Denies Gilchrist’s Allega- 
: tions and Charges an Attempted 
Conspiracy. 


GALENA, III., Jan. 25.—[Special.|—Mr. F. G. 
Kretschmer, one of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Potter County, Dakota, was in Galena to- 
day. Referring to the article in Tax TRIBUNE 
detailing the Gilchrist interview in regard to 
the alleged bribery in Dakota, Mr. Kretschmer 
said: 

I am not surprised at Gilchrist’s ridiculous 
charges. A man who will perjure himself by mak- 
ing an affidavit simply because he was prevented by 
the parties whom he seeks to injure from carrying 
out a scheme planned for the purpose of 
enriching himself would do almost any- 
thing. Therefore, nothing he has said sur- 
prises me, and I hardly deem  Gilchrist’s 
statements worthy of notice. Gilchrist’s charge 
against Gov. Ordway and James W. Shaw, my asso- 
ciate on the Board of County Commissioners, was 
dismissed, and the full costs, amounting to some 
$500, were taxed against Gilchrist, the Justice be- 
fore whom it was brought st ating that he was com- 
pelled to do so, as in his opinion the action was 
prompted by malice, and was based upon nothing 
of a tangibie nature. These views were also in- 
dorsed by the attorney for the prosecution. 

AN ALLEGED CHANGE OF VIEWS. 

Gilchrist came to Potter County determined to 
manipulate the locating of the county-seat so as 
benefit himself. His little game was effectual 
blocked, and now he endeavors to make the people 
believe he was an honest man, and that we (the 
Governor, Shaw, and myself) were the thieves. 
His accusation against Gov. Ordway’s honesty was 
formed after the location of the county-seat of 
Potter County and the appointment of the officers. 
Up to the day of the organization of Potter County,

This I granted,when he wished to know if I had de- 
cided how | should vote, and if lhad pledged my- 
self to support any particular person for office. I 
informed him I was undecided and free to act as I 
wished. I asked Gilchrist what he proposed to do, 
and was answered as follows: Why, hold the lo- 
cation of the county-seat in abeyance for several 
months until the spring boom sets in. We can by 
that time secure good claims near land which we 
will script and make a handsome sum by selling 
town lots on the strength of the location of the 
county-seat. No person would be the wiser.” 
Meeting with no encouragement from me, then 
adopted the plan of bringing the Board of Commis- 
sioners and the Governor into disrepute by prefer- 
ring wholesale and perfectly groundiess charges 
against them. 

THE QUO WARRANTO PROCEEDINGS. 

The quo warranto proceedings will amount to 
nothing. A man named Nolan, a tool of Gilchrist, 
has preferred the charge, claiming that I was and 
still am a non-resident of Potter County. I shall 
prove the falsity of the assertion. The entire pro- 
ceedings were instituted and are bolstered up for 
the purpose of making political capital. If au- 
christ had examined the code of Dakota he would 
have found thateven if the court should decide 
against me my acts as Commissioner would stand 


good. 

Mr. Kretschmer’s reputation in this section for 
veracity is above question, and there is not one 
among the very large number of his acquaintances 
hereabouts who is willing to believe that he has 
been prompted by any other than a desire to pro- 
mote the public good.

AMERICAN PORE. 
SECRETARY FRELINGHUYSEN'S CONSERVATISM 
—THE INSPECTION POLICY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—{Special.}—

ject of consideration in Congress. Three com- 
mittees of the House have jurisdiction of the 
subject, and they are not likely to agree in 
their rec They are the Com- 
merce, the Ways and Means, and the Foreign 
Affairs. Allof them are now waiting a com- 
-munication from the Secretary of State. The 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs is dis- 
posed to be very conservative. The visit 
which that.

They were received in the spacious and richly 
furnished diplomatic- room.“ Secretary Fre- 
lingbuysen, who at least dees the formal part 
of his duties with courtesy and dignity, made 
a very favorable impression upon the new 
members, who bad neither seen him before nor 
the sumptuous apartment in which they were 
received. Mr. Frelinghuysen was extremely 
conservative. He was, without apparent quali 
fication, opposed to retaliation. The 
ground he took was that such a policy 
would be likely to result in very 
serious injury to this country through loss 
of trade, and that the wise course would be to 
adopt an inspection policy. It happened thats 
some of the members of the committee were 
well informed upon this subject, and one said 
that such an inspection as was suggested by 
the French authorities existed in no country 
and was equivalent to prohibition. The in 
spection proposed involves an examination of 
six pieces of meat from six different “parts of 
every hog under a microscope. The process 
requires four hours for each hog. It would

To a gentleman who has recently discussed 
the whole subject with him, the German Minis- 
ter said that there ought to be a system of 
thorough inspection. There is certain to be a 
sharp conflict of views on this question when 
the matter is brought before the two Houses. 
There will be a retaliatory and a conservative 
party.

ALASKA. 
THE BILL PASSED ORGANIZING ITS CIVIL do. 
ERNMENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. G. Jan. 25.— [Special. 
The Senate passed the bill organizing the civil 
government of Alaska. It was very materially 
changed from the measure originally reported 
by Mr. Harrison from the Committee on Ter- 
ritories. Some of the more important features 
of the amended bill are the following: That 
Alaska shall constitute a civil and judicial dis- 
trict, with a temporary seat of Government ag 
Sitka, and there shall be a Governor who is 
given almost plenary powers as Com 
Chief of the Militia; that a court shall be em, 
tablished which shall have the civil and 
criminal jurisdiction of District Courts 
in the United States, exercising the jurisdic- 
tion of Circuit Courts; that there shall be a, 
United States Marshal to execute processes, 
who shall also act as Recorder of Deeds and 
Land Register and Register of Wills; that 
there shall be four Commissioners for the four 
circuits who shall have the powers of District 
Judges. Provision is made that all these per- 
sons during the term of their office shall reside 
in Alaska, and that the Governor and Com-

lishment of a land district with a Commissioner 
with large powers, but the land laws of the 
United States are not to be put in force there.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 
ARGUMENTS BY RAILROAD ATTORNEYS, 

Wasnrnotox, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
The railroad attorneys continued their argu- 
ment today before the House Commerce Com- 
mittee in opposition to the Inter-State bill. 
The principal speakers were Chauncey Depew, 
of the New York Central, and Mr. Blanchard. 
of the Erie. Both of them are experienced de- 
baters, and stated their well-studied cases in 
a fluent, skillful, and earnest way. Mr. Depew 
opposed all inter-State commerce legisia- 


tion on the ground that it is unconstitu- | 


tional, and impracticable. He said the 
New York Central would favor a com- 
mission, but thought there was great risk 
on account of the danger of getting bad men. 
He reterred to the Railroad Commission of 
Massachusetts as being a model one, the mem- 
bers of which were in every way entitled to 


respect. 
Mr. Blanchard treated 
since settled in public opinion. He said that, 
as to practical railroad matters, the committee 
knew nothing, and he invited questions as to 
pvery method of railroad administration. He 
was willing to agree with many of the 
principles which were at the basis of the 
Interstate commerce bills. Among them 
theses: That no carrier should receive more 
than another, and that the charges should be 
reasonable. He said. however, that in no State, 
except possibly Colorado, do the railroads now 
charge the maximum allowed by law; and that 
the rates shall be public. of the principal 
grounds of his objection to the Reagan bill was 
the fact that it was mislcading in that it dis- 
crimmated against railroads and exempted 
from its provisions all common carries by 
water. These carriers, which control a total of 
20,000 miles of navigation, he said, could make 
combinations with ocean carriers 60 that their 
Oppressiong would be as great as any for which 
com panies could be held responsible.

Mr. Taylor, of Obio, took the floor to conclude 
his speech on the Fitz John Porter bill, begun Sat- 
urday. He denied the statement that the bill was 
based upon the resolution introduced by Gen. Gar- 
field. it was true Gen. Gartield did introduce a 
resolution looking to an inquiry in regard to the al- 
leged discovery of important evidence, but the res- 
olution was defeated, and what his opinion would 
have been upon that evidence did not appear. He 
(Taylor) knew what Garfield’s opinion was up to 
the 7th of March, 1881. It was the same as his today. 
Congress might remove the penalty, but it was a 
case of suimde, and could not revive the glories 
once clustered around Porter's brow. Did the old 
flag need the tupport of a man who stopped on the 
field of battlé within the hearing of the enemy's 
guns because he disliked his commander? Would 
the stars of that flag be any brighter? Let no man 
who loved his country less than he disliked his 
commander take hold of that fag! He wondered if 
Porter still heard the booming of cannon, the shout 
of victory, and the straggling cheers of the dis- 
persed force, and whether he still saw upon the 
field of battle some of the victims his own right 
hand might have rescued. All these.things were in 
his (Mr. Taylor's) vision, and he had formed the 
opinion that his protection as an American citizen 
was not best served by having tuch a man con- 
nected with the army. 

Mr Bayne, member of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, spoke in support of the bill. This was not 
a political question. No man could make it one. 
He reviewed the testimony taken at the court- 
martial and board of review and quoted at length 
evidence going to show that Porter exercised wise 
discretion in disregarding Pope's orders. While 
quoting from Gen. Longstreet’s testimony to show 
the position of his troops the 29th of August, he 
was interrupted by Mr. Herbert, who stated that he 
belonged to Longstreet’s corps and served in WII- 
cox’s division. He knew the division was deployed 
and in line before 12 o'clack.

The Preliminary Skirmishing in the 
Long-Expeeted Western War 
| About to Begin.

The Tripartite Committee Fatle to 


Agree and a War Is to Decide the 

Conflict. 

As predicted in yesterday's Trisunn, the 
committee appointed by the tripartite meeting, 
oonsisting of R. R. Cable of the Rock Island., 
Thomas L. Kimball of the Union Pacific, and 
T. J. Potter of the Burlington, to consider the 
proposition to form a pool between the West- 
ern Trunk-Line Association and the Burlington, 
found after a short conference yesterday morn- 
ing that there was no probability of coming to 
an understanding, and therefore adjourned 
sine die. Up to the time the committee met 
yesterday morning hopes were entertained 
that the Burlington would so modify its 
ultimatum as to make an amicable 
arrangement between the two factions possible. 
These hopes were rudely dispelled when Mr. 
Potter informed the other members of the com- 
mittee that he had been advised by President 
Perkins to make no further concessions. Mr. 
Potter stated that his road must insist upon 
the condition of being recognized as one of the 
Union Pacific’s eonnections at Council | Bluffs, 
To submit to the proposition that all the Union 
Pacific business at Council Bluffs should be ex- 


would virtually deprive the Burlington of its 
Council Bluffs line. It has as good a line to Coun- 
cii Bluffs as any other road, and there was no 
good reason why its line to that point should be 
abandoned, and it confines itself to the Platts- 
mouth business. The representative of the 
Western Trunks Association said the Bur- 
lington could consistently ask a full per- 
centage for its Nebraska line, the business to 
go exclusively via Plattsmouth, and the Bur- 
lington then demand another share of the 
Union Pacific's percentage at Council Biuffs. 
They contended that to accept the Burlington's

After the meeting Mr. Potter was seen by a 
representative of THe TRIBUNE.

The Burlington, he said, simply de 
manded what it considered itself justly en- 
titled to. It did not desire a war with the otber 
roads, and he did not think a serious war would 
result. It meant to maintain the regular rates

the outcome of the conflict, but felt confident 
that the Burlington would be able to hold its 


own. 

Mr. Cable and Mr. Kimball were also inter- 
viewed. They said that they had made all 
reasonable concessions to induce the Burling- 
ton to pool its business with the association, 
but the road seemed to be bent upon breaking 
up the association, and this, of course, would 
never be submitted to. They also deprecated 
a war, but said they could not see how 
the cutting of rates could be avoided 
if the Burlifigton proposed to act inde 
pendently. If the Burlington insisted upon

The St. Paul & Omaha line, which is 
known as the Wisconsin lumber line, was the 
principal obstacle in the way of the tormation 
of such a pool when this matter was first talked 
of. About six months ago the St. Paul & 
Omaha consented to join in. the formation of 
such a pool, and a committee of Gen- 
eral Freight Agente was appointed at 
that time to agree upon differential 
rates from the various shipping points in the 
West. Failing to agree, the matter was to be 
submitted to Mr. George M. Bogue for arbitra- 
tion. But before the committee had time to 
meet and take the matter under consideration 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul withdrew from tho 
arrangement and the whole matter fell to the 
ground. 

At the meeting yesterday it became apparent 
that the roads were more inclined than hereto- 
fore to stop the disastrous competition, and 
after a short discussion the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul withdrew its objections to the arrange- 
ment agreed upon some time ago, and it was 
then decided to reappoint the old com- 
mittee to agree upon differential rates 
on lumber from the various shippers’ points in 
the West and Northwest to the Missouri River. 
If the committee fails to agree the matter is 
to be arbitrated by Mr. Bogue. The commit- 
tee consists of A.C. Bird, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul; E. P. Ripley, Burlingten; W. 8. Mellen, 
Northwestern; H. H. Courtright, Alton; W. M. 
Sage, Rock Island; F. B. Clark, St. Paul & 
Omaha; and George Olds, Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash. It was agreed that, pending the report 
of the committee and the final settlement of 
the matter, the lumber rates from the various 
points in the West to Missouri River points 
should be based on a 15-cent rate from 
to Missouri Kiver points.

THE CHADWICK INQUEST,

But the members of the ruling fami- 
lies escape. More than $1,500,000 have been 
stolen by Paymasters in the navy, and not a 
Paymaster has ever been imprisoned. Courts- 
martial are often held in secret to shield 
some scion of the naval aristocracy, and the 
public, whose servants these officers are, is 
denied all information as to their proceedings. 

The facts which we give with regard tothe 
fondness of our navy for shore duty explains 
the popularity of Pinafore” in this country.

Out of forty-four years in 
the navy he spent twenty-three on shore. 
Inability to stand the rolling of the waves or 
endure the smell of bilge-water is a very com- 
mon accomplishment of an American naval 
officer. In three years the nineteen vessels 
of the four main squ ns of our navy which 
sail the ocean blue spent an aggregate of 
thirty-eight years in port to eight years on 
the water. Their average was 56.6 days of 
the year at sea and 309 in port. The shores 
of Alaska and our lakes remain unsurveyed. 
Fourteen merchant-vessels have been lost 
since 1867 by being run down by our gallant 
navigators. It costs $35,000 a year to float 
six American guns, against $12,600 which 
is expended by the British to float a six-gun 
vessel. Our navy-yards are nests for in- 
competence, extravagance, idleness, and vice. 
They and our ships are a kind of outdoor re- 
lief for the scions of a marine aristocracy. 
Our Pinafore navy must go! 


CONGRESSMEN’S ‘ SECRET. 

The action of the United States Senate in 
voting to each member of that body a private 
secretary to be paid out of the public moneys 
is not so objectionable in itself as in what it is 
likely to entail. It is a new and easy problem 
in the multiplication of offices. The House 
will not refuse to coneur in the appropriation 
of taxes for the payment of Senators’ sec- 
retaries, but the concurrence will exact a 
similar provision for the Representatives. In 
our time the Commoners demand as much 
as the Lords.” The seventy-six secretaries 
provided by the Senate will sooner or later 
be increased by 325 secretaries for as many 
members of the House. The pay begins at a 
rate which allows about $1,000 a year to 
each secretary; so the increased cost from the 
outset will be over $400,000 a year as soon 
as the House imitates the example of the 
Senate. But there is no assurance that 
the indulgence will stop there. The 
private secretary will become a more 
important as ‘soon as his 
official status shall be firmly established, and 
then his salary will be increased largely.

Govern- 
ment has no profits which warrant increased 
expenditures; it is a pauper which lives upon 
the charity of the people.

THERE is one phrase in the resolution 
adopted by the National Board of Trade con- 
cerning the enlargement of the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal and the construction of the 
Hennepin Canal which will make an impres- 
sion upon every Congressman who considers 
it intelligently and seriously. It is that which 
urges the prosecution of the work on the 
ground that the cheapest possible transport 
from the interior to the seaboard is indispen- 
sable to the retention of foreign markets for 
our cereals.“ Heretofore the question of 
transportation has been argued almost entire- 
ly for the benefit the farmer; but the 
time is approaching when it will be no longer 
merely desirable but actually necessary. The 
ingenuity agd effort put forth to secure a 
supply of grain from India and Australia for 
English consumption, and the enlargement 
of cultivation and improvement of facilities 
in all possible agricultural districts of the 
earth, make it absolutely indispensable to the 
grain-growers of America that transportation 
shall be reduced to the minimum as a condi- 
tion for marketing American cereals abroad. 
This is a question which concerns not merely 
the agriculturists or the people of one State 
or one section; it bears directly upon the 
business and prosperity of the whole country, 
and becomes a matter of earnest considera- 
tion which Congress cannot neglect without 
great injustice and great injury to the Amer- 
ican people. A through and adequate water- 
way between the grain-fields of the North- 
west and the seaboard is the surest possible 
guarantee of cheap transportation, which is 
the only assurance of a foreign market; and 
it is from this point Congress must consider 
the matter.

Stock Landing Company, the court decided 
that under the Constitution, which prohibits 
monopolies, the exclusive privilege of slaughter- 
ing animals for food given to it by the Legis- 
lature was abrogated. The ground bad been 
taken that the constitutional prohibition was 
not paramount, and that the Legislature was 
authorized to act in the premises. The Su- 
preme Court, however, decided that the special 
provision in the Constitution was the law of 
the State. Fortunate indeed is a State where 
monopolies are abolished and its highest court 
stands ready to shield the people from lawyers 
on the one hand and legislators on the other.

HERR LASKER. 
HONORS PAID THE DEAD STATESMAN’S MEMORY. 

BREMERHAVEN, Jan. 25.—The steamship 
Neckar, from New York for Bremen, bearing 
the remains of Herr Lasker, arrived this fore- 
noon. The body was landed this afternoon and 
carried to the North German Lloyd's Hall, 
where the relatives, friends, and officials of 
Bremen and the citizens of Bremerhaven were 
awaiting. A band performed a dead march, 
after which the President of the Bremen House 
of Burgesses delivered a eulogy on the de- 
‘eased, and welcomed the return even of the 
body of the dead statesman to German shores, 
M. Baumbach, member of the German Reichs- 
tag, Herr Lasker's activity and work 
in the interest of freedom and right, and 
he praised his unselfishness, 
served as an example to 
representatives. ‘* Before this coffin,” 
bach exclaimed, let all strife rest.“ He also 
thanked the Germans of America for the honors 
paid the deceased. Her Wuelful deposited a 
Wreath upon the coffin ip the name of the Se- 
cessionists of Germany. The Rev. Dr. Lewinger 
aiso placed a wreath upon the coffin on behalf 
of the Israelites. 1 

The coffin was placed on a catafalque deo- 
orated with flowers. The band played Beetho- 
ven's dead march.

HORTICULTURE. 


Conclusion of the Labors of the Missis- 
- gippi Valley Association—Congress 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
When the Missigsippi Valley Horticultural As- 
sociation came to onder this morning the Chair 
was occupied by Parker Earle, President of the 
society and Superintendent of the Department 
of Horticulture of the World's Exposition at 
New Orleans. Business opened by adding 
Oliver Gibbs to the Forestry Committee. 

A valuable paper on “ Blossom Blight in the 
Apple” was read by George P. Pfeffer, of Pe- 
waukee, Wis. His address, which was short, 
was confined to some of his personal observa- 
tions on blight; that it was due to atmospheric 
action taking effect from the blossom towards 
the twig in the former at a temperature of 90°, 
and in the leaves at from 95° to 96°. He did 


not suggest any remedy. 

Prof. T. J. Burrill, of the Niinois Industrial 
University at Champaign, followed with a 
scientific paper on Trunks of Apple-Trees.” 

‘The Committee on Forestry then reported, 
recommending the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That, voicing the Opinions and wishes of 
the people of the West, and speaking in behalf of 
the interests of the whole country, this society calls 
upon the United States Government to establish in 
the West experimental stations in horticulture and 
forestry and equip them with land enough to work 
Out the problem of adaptation of trees and plants to 
the climate and soils of the Mississippi Busin, and 
the method of eultureto make forestry and fruit- 
growing successful therein. 

The resolution further recommends that a 
beard of forestry and horticulture be created 
in the West; that said board establish sub- 
stations in each climatic belt; that suitable per- 
sons should be sent to foreign eountries with 
climates similar to the Mississippi Basin to ob- 
tain seeds, scions, and roots for pro 
here; that Russia and China be visited with 
that view; that the President of the society 
appoint a committee of seven to frame a bill 
for Congress calling for this object; that to 
said board shall be committed the conserva- 

tion of the fores tour headwaters; that the 
Canadian Government should be invited to join 
in these foreign researches; and that President 
Earle act as a member of the committee. 

A committee was appointed on Legislation 
and Congressional Aid, consisting of J. Sterling 
Morton of Nebraska, ex-Gov. R. W. Furnus of 
Nebraska, ‘Oliver Gibbs of Minnesota, Prof. 
Budd of Iowa, Col. N. J. Coleman of Missouri, 
George J. Johnson of Kansas, Maj. S. H. Now- 
lin of Arkansas, Parker Earle of ois, Rob- 
ert Douglass of Illinois. 

A discussion followed on the above resolu- 
tion, after which it was accepted as offered.

Yesterday’s Testimony in the Trial at 
Batavia, N. XI., of Rowell for the 
Killing of Lynch, His Wife’s Para- 
mour. 
BATAVIA, N. T., Jan. 25.—The trial of Rowell 
Tor the shooting of Lynch was resumed today, 
and Palmer, the former partner and friend of 
Rowell, continued his testimony. He said 
while he and Rowell were arranging to find 
Mrs. Rowell and Lynch in a compromising posi- 
tion he (witness) told Rowell if Lynch was 
found in the house he would be a serious cus- 
tomer, as he was a large, muscular man, and 
might, if detected, crush Rowell or throw him 
out of the window without stopping to open it. 
He offered to procure the services of Orlando 
Blodgett, James Knickerbocker, the amateur 
wrestier, and Charies Volet to assist witness. 
He then agreed to, if possible. steal Lynch's 
clothes and send the articles of apparel sepa- 
rately to the different newspapers through- 
out the county, and turn him naked into the 
street. 

Palmer, in cross-examinatian, testified that 
Rowell made a slungsbot at his suggestion and 
according to his directions, telling him that he 

should be well fixed to meet Lynch. He pro- 
posed, if Rowell saw his wife go away, that he 
follow her, employ detectives to watch her, and 
so secure accurate knowledge of her conduct 
and obtain a divorce. He was anxious to see 
the truth of his statements substantiated, be- 
cause he had been forced into this position by 
the attitude of Rowell and his wife.

Corruptions in the London Corporation 
_ Which Have Only Age to De- 
fend Them. 


Loxpox, Jan. 10.—[Special Correspondence. } 
Will the truth ever be believed—by this time 
it certainly ought to be known—about the rel- 
ative purity of public and civil-service life in 
England and America? It is all very well for 
one as a doctrinaire to study the laws of a 
country and to make up tables of statistics 
about civil-service examinations, but it is quite 
another matter to know the facts and the work- 
ing of these laws and examinations. 
Some matters are better in England; 
some things are done better on 
side. But they are few, sadly few. Things 
are done daily in official life in all European 
countries that would not give the doers of 
them it in America rest day or night till they 
were hurled from all power and intiuence to do 
them again. I am vot saying this by way of 
apologizing for the low standard of politica! 
life in America, but simply in the interest of 
contemporary history. It is not for the 
furtherance of reform in America to be 
constantly holding up England as a stand- 
ard of all that is good and pure in civil ad- 
ministration. Those who know the facts in 
the case Can only treat such ignorance or per- 
version of facts with either contempt or deris- 
ion. The standard of po people ean be too 
high, and there are certain fundamental princi- 
ples of right and justice which should be ac- 
cepted by all, and all this goes without saying. 

Just let us look at some of these facts. e- 
gin atthe beginning. How long would the 
American people—every class of the American 
people—suffer under such wrongs as these 
patient Britons endure, and endure without 
any considerable protest? Yes, let us begin 
at the beginn The venerable wrongs that 
have grown up about the crown go almost un- 
challenged by the vast mass of the people; in- 
deed, the great mass of the people know noth- 
ing about them. The cost of the throne to 
England is not oniy enormous, but, under 
given conditions, such as now are operative, 
are little less than scandalous. The royal chil- 
dren and their families are all supported by the 
people, and are kept by the nation as the 
merest decoration of society, and the artistic 
result is ludicrously disproportionate to the 
vast expenditure. Then 

THERE IS NO END 


of uncles and aunts and German cousins who 


are provided for in one way and another. The 
great number of royal palaces are kept up by 
the Government, and the Queen herself uses 
not one of these for State or national purposes. 
1 do not mean to say that the Queen does not 
now and again give dinner-parties, for she does: 
but they are really no function of her sov- 
ereignty, as they are given rather to her friends 
than to ber officials. On her behalf the Prince 
of Wales uses occasionally, in the season, 
Buckingham Palace, the only one of the London 
painees in which the Queen ever takes up her 
resiaence, and that only for six days in the 


year. 

For a month there has been much mor- 
tification feit in official circles at the mean and 
shabby treatment which the Crown Prince of 
Portugal received at the hands of English roy- 
aity. This has not only found expression in 
society journais and through the gossipérs at 
the clubs, but when all tne facts are known 
those in high authority have not only shared 
in the mortification, but in the expression of it. 
When a foreign Prince chooses to travel incog- 
nito be is received as a private personage, and 
is only expected to make and receive 
in return royal calls, but the Duke of Braganza 
quitted Portugal and visited foreigu courts in

received as such and quartered in the 
pala of other Capitals by crowned beads, he 
comes to London, and finds himself relegated 
toatavern. Thisis more keenly felt by the 
Lisbon Court because, when the Prince of Wales 
visited Portugal a few years ago, he was enter- 
tained with a splendor that really taxed the inge- 
nuity and somewhat the ready resources of that 
not over-rich Capital. While the Prince of Bra- 
ganza was paying bis own board at an inn.

as Lincoln or Garfield was self-made. Disraeli 
was born of a literary and luxurious father, 
and Gladstone's inherited wealth was qufte 
equal to his birth and education as an English 
gentieman. I do not know in the English pub- 
lic life of today a single case of a man who has 
come up from the humbiest walk of life. 

Civil service cannot be reformed too much. 
It can be tampered with and pulled up by the 
roots, and looked at, and again planted, till the 
roots thereof die. There is a lot of senti- 
mentality and cant about this matter which 
are brought to needful exposure under the glare 
of facts. The more | have seen of it in Eu- 
land, the less I become infatuated with official- 
ism. No individual would do business as the 
English Government does, for ber agents are 
not the competent but the titled.

A 
righteous man who bas made friends of the 
mammon of unrigbteousness gives a receipt on 
parchment, and a great seal is stamped on red 
wax, and it all looks so very respectabie, you 
Know.

No 
matter if you have, in your slert enterprise. 
aiready quoted these notable words. They 
ought to be said from the housetops and paint- 
ed in letters of gold: . 

That parish was a region in which there was no 
amusement to diversify the lower round of exist- 
ence, except that which they found ta the public 
house; nothing to remind them that there was any- 
thing in the universe except the misery of their 
own egistence and that which they saw around 
them, and if a man of genius rose among them. 
as he might as well as among other classes. 
there was no means by which he could 
have obtained the most ordinary rudimens- 
ary advantages by which he might have 
raised himself from the position of hewer of wood 
and drawer of water into one better titted the 
faculties with which he was endowed. I left that 
scene. to my greut satisfaction, and some time after 
embarked on a voyage around the world. where I 
had an opportunity of seeing savage lifein all con- 
ceivable conditions of savage degradation, and I can 


| assure you in this experience of mine I found noth- 


ing worse, nothing more degrading, nothing so 
hopeless, nothing nearly so intolerably dull 

and miserable, as the life I had left behind in the 
Kast End of London. For, although the savage 
may perish of hunger or violence. and never knows 

whether his life may be his own twenty-four hours, 

yet there is life in him; he is a man, he is not a mere 

machine, ground down to bring out so much me- 

chanical energy atthe expense of so much food; 

and I most certainly dag that, if the alternative 

were presented to me to‘ehoose the life of. one of 

these people in the Rast End or that of the savage, 

I would distinctly choose the latter.

MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


A Farm-House Near Elgin, Il, the Scene 


of a Mysterious Tragedy Yes- 
terday. 


Exam, In., gan. 25.—[Special.]—William 


Coombs, a well-to-do and well-known farmer, 


lies at his home, four miles west of this city, 


dead, with a gash in his throat nearly severing [ 


his head from his body. His wite is at the 
house of a neighbor, horribly hacked and mu- 
tilated. and supposed to be dying. The couple 
were married Jan. 1, 1883. Coombs was an En- 
glishman by birth, and 48 years eld. Mrs. 
Coombs is an American. and 25 years of age 
Coombs had been married th times. 
His rst wife died in England. leaving 
four children. By his second wife, 
whom he married in ‘America, he hag three 
children. From this woman he was divorced 
three years ago. He married his third wife in 
spite of the protest of friends, who looked upon 
the woman as an unprincivied adventu 
She came here about two years ago from ‘at 
cago, it is said. She called herself Mrs. Green. 
claimed to be a widow, and had with her alittle 
daughter, who has continued with her and is now 
about 10 years old. The trouble between Coombs 
and his wife commenced shortly after their 
warriage and has continued, to culminate in a 
tragedy. Those who know the woman say that 
her persecutions of her husband drove him in- 
sane. He is said to have acted queerly for sev- 
eral weeks. Insanity is said to be hereditary in 
the Coombs family. 
THE WIFE'S STORY. 

The first that was known of the tragedy was 
shortly after the noon hour today, when 
Mrs. Coombs appeared at the house of a neigh- 
bor, about sixty rods from her home, 
bieeding terribly from about a dozen 
knife wounds, of which two were horrible 
sashes in the throat, and with her clothes 
hanging in shreds. She carfied in her band a 
Savage weapon—a butcher-knife with a point- 
ed eight-inch blade, sharp on both edges. She 
said that she had been assaulted by her hus- 
band, who, leaving her for dead, bad committed 
suicide by cutting his own throat. The room 
where the trawedy occurred is a chamber o 
the Coombs residence, and soon the horrified 
neighbors flocked to the place. The room was in 
a frightful state of disorder, and evinced a ter 
ride struggle. The furniture and walls were 
smeared with blood, and pools of blood were 
on the carpet. Bedclothes were scattered 
about, torn in shreds and bloody. The body of 
Coombs lay upon the floor, with the frightfu) 
throat wound and his clothes saturated with 
blood. The dead man was in bis shirt-sleeves 
Fragments of bis coat were strewn about the 
room. 

he couple were entirely alone du the 
altercation. The house is far enough oved 
from any other to prevent any outcry being 
heard, and the five children residing at home 
were at school a mile away. According to the 
woman's story, her husband had been unusu— 
ally nervous and irritable during the forenoor, 
ana she had induced him to tale 
a dose of chioral and lie down. 
While preparing the bed for him she 
says he assaulted her with the knife; that she 
wrested the weapon from him once, but he. 


bad killed ber, he cut bis own throat. Those 
best acquainted with the principals to the 
tragedy discredit the woman’s story. Her be- 
havior since the affair and attendant circum- 
stances, especially her possession of the kuife, 
seem to warrant this conclusion. The inquest 
occurs tomorrow.

Illinois Politicians Preparing to Start the 


Ball Rolling—Presidential and State 
Col. Clark E. Carr on the Presidential Outlook 
ascteen in Washington. 


TLLINOIS. 

NOTES OF PREPARATION IN THE REPUBLICAN 
CAMP—THE NATIONAL AND STATE CONTESTS— 
PROSPECTS OF AN INTERESTING DEMOORATIC 
FAMILY ROW. 


Thegignal for the opening of political cam- 
paigus in Illinois is the meeting of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee. Eight years 
ago the Repubiicans held their love-feast,”’ 
as it has come to be known, the 22d of Febru- 
ary. That of four years ago, the 25th and 26th 
of February, was less of a love-feast than it 
was the beginning of the end of the third-term 
movement. This year's meeting. in compari- 
son, promises to be a somewhat tame affair. 
if the present temper holds out, few or no tom- 
ahawks will be thrown, and the time-honored 
love-feast will be renewed in all its pristine 
glory. The early mecting of the Indiana and 
iowa committees has set a new precedent as to 
time, however, and the indications now are that 
the Lilinois committee will be called together 
about the 13th or löth of, February. 

THE STATE CONVENTION, 

Under the call of the National Committee the 
State Convention cannot be held more than 
sixty nor less than thirty days before the Na- 
tional Conventiog, which te in Chicago 
June 3. The State Convent must retore 
meet some time between April 3 and May 3. 
With its well-known desire to provide for the 
exigencies of spring plowing, the committee is 
apt to call the convention not earlier than the 
lust week iff April, while it obviously cannot 
call it much later. The 30th of April, all 
things considered, would perhaps not be a very 
much out-of-the-way guess. 

Peoria, as usual, comes to the front as Spring- 
field's rival in the matter of securing the State 


e@Convention, though with more reason than 


heretofore. Peoria now has what it has bither- 
to lacked—a geod hote|—and is already making 
quite a spurt to obtain the prize.

Col. Clark E. Carr, of Galesburg, reached 
Chicago yesterday morning from a pilgrimage 
to Washington, and was found by a reporter for 
THe Trrevne at the Grand Pacific chock full 
of information and, as the result proved, will- 
ing to yield liberally for the benefit of Tur 
Tatnon readers. In response to an intro- 
ductory question as to what was going on in 
political circles in connection with Presidential 


matters he remarked: 
LOGAN'S CANDIDACY. 

J was surprised at the favor with which 
Gen. Logan's candidacy is received. I supposed, 
and am still of the opinion, that be would get 
his most enthusiastie support west of the Alic- 
ghenies, but, as a matter of fact, he will get 
many votes East, and his prospects there are 
every day getting better. As Gov. Cullom said 
to me, he is growing all the time.” 

“To whatdo you attribute this growth of 
sentiment?”’ 

‘To the fact that Gen. Logan has not here- 
tofore been understood in the Eastern States. 
He was such a daring and brilliant soldier in 
the War, and has devoted so much time to the 
interest of the soldiers in Congress, that this 
had so overshadowed his action upon other 
questions that he cameto be regarded by many 
asa mere soldier. But since he has become 
so prominent amoog Presidential candidates 
his record as a member of the House and 
Senate has been thoroughly canvassed, and it 
is becoming more and more apparent that the 
vast business interests of the country would 
be advanced by his election. It is found that 
upon economical questions—finance, tariff, etc. 
—andin regard to our commercial! relations 
with other countries, he is sound; that in re- 
gard to Germany and France excluding our 
meats and other products he is for retaliation 
by excluding their adulterated wines, eto. 
Upon these questions of a vigorous foreign 
policy he is in full aceord with Mr. Blaine, aud 
this explains the pleasant relations and sym- 
pathy existmg at this time between these two 
men. The fact is that we are too much in- 
clined to run this Government as if we were 
the weakest, as we once were, instead of the 
strongest Government on earth. We are fol- 
lowing precepts, promulgated in the Federalist 
for the diplomacy of a Nation of 3,000,000 
ple, after we bave reached 60,000,000, with — 
000,000,000 of property. The injury to the peo- 
ple of this country, especially in the West, 
‘coming from the exciusion of our meats can 
scarcely be overestimated. Neither Blaine nor 
Logan would have endured it.“

“I never beard him talk more freely. He 
wants a more aggressive foreign policy. He 
believes that the interests of the people of this 
country should be maintained with more vigor, 
and thinks that the time has come to have an 
Administration which will protect them. He still 
believes that our commerce and wealth could 
be greatly advanced by bringing together in 
close relations our Government with those of 
Central and South America. He told me of 
how earnest Garfield wap for such a consum- 
mation, and how disappointed he himseli was 
when the attempt was abandoned.

LONDON FINANCIAL NEWS. 


Recent Movements of the Precious Metals 
: The Banks—Troubles at Liv- 


erpool. 


Loxpon, Jan. 12.—{Daily Newa.)—Large re- 
payments of loans lateiy got from Bank of 
England were made to the bank but the 
market remains well supplied, and rates are 
quoted on yesterday's level—viz.: 2% per cent 
for three months’ bills and 1 to 1% per cent for 
short money. The bank return shows that up 
to yesterday £2,449,000 of other securities bad 
been paid off, but the total amount of that item 
is still nearly four millions more than it was a 
month ago. Public deposits are only £2,580,- 
00 less than last week, as it appears that about 
half a million was borrowed of the bank to pay 
the dividends last Monday. The other deposits 
are over £26,000,000; but when the loans are all 
paid off the amount cannot much exceed 
a normal supply, and therefore we should 
doubt the probability of a further fall in the 


value of money. The export demand for gold 
has prevented any material increase in the 
stock of cash. A bank reserve of 211.622.000. 
does not of itself show that money is very 
plentiful, although it is cheap. Special atten- 
tiou must be given to the gold supply if for no 
other reason than that of the effiux of sover- 
eigns to Australia which bas of late been taking 
place under the head of South America.” 
For some days this was kept secret, but it is 
now know that such an effiux bas been taking 
place. Last year we received unusually little 
gold from Australia, whence the annual supply 
used to be five or six millions regularly. The 
recent imports from Australasia into the United 


Kingdom have been as follows: | n

England has received less, because more has 
been shipped to the United States (San Fran- 
cisco), while Australian gold is occasionally in- 
tercepted for the East and the Continent before 
arriving at English ports. At any rate we are 
not likely to receive much more gold from 
Australia for some months, the present de- 
mand for means of remittance to the Antipodes 
being on the contrary very strong. An un- 
usually brisk wool season there seems to be 
the cause of the demand, which is heavier than 
the Australian banks could have anticipated. 
While the supplies of gold from that source are 
drying up for the present, however, it appears 
possible that America may soon be remitting 
hither. In New York the sixty-day rate of ex- 
change has risen to 48344, and a further rise of 


three cents would bring gold to London under 


conditions like the present. On the other 
hand. the Paris rate is not favorable. 

No bullion movements were repofted at the 
Bank of Kugland today. The steamer La Plata 
has sailed from Southampton for the Brazils 
with £6,000 in sovereigus. Bar silver is un- 
changed at 50 Kd.

GREAT FAILURE IN THE LIVERPOOL CORN 
TRADE. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. John 
Herd Jr. & Co., corn-merchants and millers, of 
Brunswiek street, Liverpool, and. though no es- 
timate of liabilities has been drawn up, it is 
understood that they will be very heavy. The 
two partners in the firm—Mr. J. Herd Jr. and 
Mr. W. J. Mullens—were yesterday arrested by 
the Liverpool police at the instance of the 
Northwestern Bank upon charges of fraud. 
They will be brought up before the Stipendiary 
Magistrate this morning and remanded. The 
failure of the firm has been brought about by 
speculations on a large scale in wheat, the mar- 
ket for which has of late been in an extremely 
depresesd state owing largely to the enor- 
mous importations from India, the extent of 
which took the members of the trade by sur- 
prise. The allegations against the two mem-

MZIORDAN'S RESOLUTION PLACED ON FILE—THE 

SUPREME COURT TO BE ASKED FOR AN OPIN- 

ION ON THE HARPER BILL. 

The Council Committee on Finance met yes- 
terday afternoon‘and considered Ald. Riordan's 
resolution to divert the money received from 
saloon licenses to the police fund. A com- 
munication was received from the Citizens’ 
Association asking that the police force be in- 
creased to 1,000. The Mayor appeared before 
the committee and made several suggestions 
as to the course to be pursued. He said no one 
could tell whether the Harper bill would be de- 
clared constitutional or not, but he was of the 
opinion that it would. In any event, however, 
it was clear that it was not necessary to have 
such.an increase in the police force as asked by 
the Citizens’ Association. Five hundred men 
with patrol-wagons were equal to 1,000 pa- 
trolmen. When Chief Doyle first sub- 
mitted the proposition to pay tbe police 
out of saloon licenses the Mayor said he 
was oppe to it. From what he could learn, 
the majority of the Aldermen were in favor of 
a uniform license of $500, and it was time that 
the Council decided upon something. Five 
hundred would cut the saloons down, but the 
amount raised would be very large, and he did 
not believe it would take all of this money for 
the police. There were other ways in which 
it could be more judiciously expended. There 
was more room required at the bridewell, and 
a great deal of money was required at the new 
City-Hall. As far as police protection was 
concerned, there was less crime here than in 
other cities of the same size. All of the police 
in the country could not have prevented the 
Olsen murder. He had always advocated a 
graduated license, and since the decision of the 
case ih the Supreme Court he believed 
that such a system could be carried out. He 
made the suggestion the committee rec- 
ommend the adoption of a resolution asking 
the Supreme Court for a decision on the Har- 


per bill.

Ald. Cullerton suggested 
report to the Council and recommend that the 
license question be taken up and acted on, 
whether the fee be fixed at $500, $300, or $100.

BOARD OF TRADE. 
HEAVY DEALING, ESPECIALLY IN WHEAT— 
GAINS AND LOSSES. 

The greatest animation, and at times wild ex- 
citemé@nt, characterized yesterday’s very heavy 
speculative trading in wheat. There were 
abundant outside orders, but the transactions 
were substantially on account of the local 
crowd, and the day witnessed one of the most 
hard-fought contests for supremacy by the 
bulls and bears that has taken place for weeks. 
The former finally achieved the victory. 

At the opening some of the strongest bull 
leaders, Adams, Comstoek, and Lester among 
them, stepped forward and started a general 
buying movement by very heavy purchases. 
Nearly every dealer in the crowd participated, 
and lines of 250,000 gave the purchasers no 
prominence. Ira Holmes bought a million, 
nearly all of it in 50,000 lots. At 99 centsa 
selling movement began, which battered down 
prices to their opening figures, and which car- 
ried with it nearly everybody, including those 
who had bought half an hour before. At 98M 
a buying movement equally fierce and general 
started again, and for the second time prices 
were forced to 994 cents, at about which 
figure they closed. The fluctuations were so 
rapid and confusing that, as several dealers 
said, *‘it was impossible to form an opinion 
either one way or the other, or to tell who were 
the sellers of short aud who the buyers of long 
stuff.“ 

Interest in wheat overshadowed that in other 
grains, particularly in corn, the trading in 
which was light by comparisons. The packers 
and their following were accredited with being 
the largest purchasers and real instigators of 
the final rise of 55. Country speculators con- 
tinued to make known their belief in the mer- 
its of this cereal by generous orders, but the 
trading though animated was really devoid of 
noticeable features. At 1 o’clock May corn 
was quoted at 59 cents, with much buying and 
selling. 

Mess pork rose 30 cents for both the May and 
February deliveries. The firmness of this 
commodity was in fact a potent cause for the 
advance in grain. The packers and their small 
army of sympathizers continued to be the 
largest buyers, overriding with little effort the 
attempts of a miscellaneous and unorganized 
crowd to depress prices. 

On the call less excitement was visible. The 
trading was quite heavy, and largest in wheat. 
Bangs was a prominent seller, offering large 
lots at the lowest prices, and even under. 

A good-sized crowd continued to barter late 
into the day in the alley, but prices showed t- 
tle change from the noon closing, which aver- 
aged about a cent for grain and 20 cents for 
provisions.

THE FIRST CHILDREN GET IT. 
AN INTERESTING QUESTION AS TO THE BENE- 
FICIARIES IN A BENEFIT ASSOCIATION. 

An interesting decision was given yesterday 
morning by Judge Moran on an interpleader of 
M. T. Maloney, Treasurer of the Aneient Order 
of Hibernians’ Benefit Association, in the case 
of Maloney vs. O'Sullivan. Dennis O' Leary was 
in his lifetime a member in good standing of 
the above association. He was married 


twice. Both of the wives died 
before bim, and on his decease 
his insurance was olaimed by the 


children of each wife. Maloney, as Treasurer 
of the association, did not know which set of 
children should have the money, andin his 
perplexity appealed to the court. The associa- 
tion is regularly incorporated to furnish pe- 
cuniary aid to the widows, heirs, or legal repre- 
sentatives of deceased members.“ One by-law 
describes the devisees” as among those who 
may be benefited, and another states that the 
beneficiary can ve designated only by having 
hisor her name written in the certificate of 
membership itself.” O’Leary’s certificate ran 
in the name of his second wife, Bridget, and 
she was the one who would be benefited by his 
death. She died in the fall of 1881, leaving two 
children by a former husband but none 
by her second one. O’Leary died in 1882, 
leaving five children by his first wife. 
By his will he left all his property to his five 
children equally. The children of the second 
Mrs. O'Leary claimed their mother was the 
beneficiary in the certificate, and hence they, 
as her heirs, were entitled to the money. 

The Judge said that, it the certificate was 
governed by the rules that controlled life-in- 
surance polices, the of the heirs of the 
secona wife might be valid. The fund might 
in one way be termed an insurance fund, yet 
the contract or scheme into which the members

GLEANINGS FROM THE ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE CHICAGO POLICE DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the City Police Department for 
thie year 1883, detailing the arrests made, fines 
insposed, stolen preperty reported and recov- 
eved, crimes charged, and the nationalities and 
occupations of the prisoners, has been submit- 
tell. The total numberof arrests made during 
the year was 37,187, over two-thirds of which 
were made during the latter six months. The 
largest number arrested for any month was in 
Abgust, when 4,956 arrests were made, and the 
sraaliest was in 3 when but 1,522 
were arrested. e total amount of fines 
intposed was $223,441. Of the total num- 
ber of prisoners, exactly 8,000 were females, 
the males numbering 29,187. Of the prisoners, 
14,084 claimed to be married and 33. 103 to be 
single. The property reported stolen was val- 
med at $144,802; the propérty recovered was 
‘valued at $90,792; and the property recovered, 
part of which was not reported, amounted to 
567.199. Of the persons arrested, 242 were 
ehildren under 10-years old; 6,433 were between 
eages of 10 and 20; 15,196 were between 20 
and 30; 9,306 were between 30 and 40; 6,009 
were between 40 and 80; and one person ar-

A DISTINGUISHED DRINKER. 


— 


OF 80, HAS GOTTEN AWAY WITH IN HIS TIME. 

If a tempie is ever to be erected to those who 
have won distinction in any given pursuit, 
Robert Joyce, of No. 388 West Indiana street, 
will some day be represented at full length 
in one of its most conspicuouseniches. Mr. 
Joyce is not a man of letters, a warrior, 
nor yet the member of a picked base-ball 
nine. He is simply a man—tail, well 
formed, and able-bodied. But there is a 
dimness in his eye, a coarseness about his 
complexion, that were not characteristic of his 
younger days. He uses a cane, and sometimes 
leans upen it; but the grace with which he 
moves is out of harmony with the whiteness of 
his hair. He is 80 years of age. A moralist 
would say that he had lived to this good old 
age without suffering the usual ills because be 
had been temperate and had kept free from 
vice. Mr. Joyce tells another story. He does 
not pretend to have lived a more moral life 
than that of the ordinary American citizen. 
For twenty-six years he drank incessantly, his 
—_ frame and iron muscles enabling him to 

ithstand enormous quantities of intoxicants. 
The old man was the centre of an admiring as- 
semblage in Justice White's court-room yester- 
day, to whom he related some of his 
wonderful experiences while acting, to 
use his own expression, in the capacity of a 
whisky barrel.“ He estimates that he drank 
on an average about ninety drinks of whisky 
per day, which, according to his estimate of 
the size of the portion swallowed each time, 
must have amounted to about 2,000 barrels. 
For many years Mr. Joyce has been sober and 
even abstemious, his dissipation having oc- 
curred at the other end of his long life. He 
says he drank the best whisky he could find, 
but thinks his preservation is due rather to his 
excellent constitution than the quality of the 
distillation absorbed by it. He was never 
drunk to his knowledge, he says, but he often 
felt good. He is not sorry he drank it, but if 
he had to live his life over again he would not 
touch it. When he began to drink he was keep- 
ing a paying saloon in Boston. From that he 
went into the wholesale liquor business. He is 
now penniless and dependent upon his chil- 


SHORN OF HIS STUFF. 
A PULLMAN PALACE-CAR CONDUCTOR TAKES A 

TURN ON THE BOARD OF TRADE—THE OLD 

STORY. 

W. R. Ray is a festive Pullman Palace-car 
conductor of Des Moines, Ia. The very mod- 
est salary he derived from punching paste- 
boards was not sufficient, and the glowing 
reputation which the Board of Trade has in 
remote country towns asa mine from which 
any one can digafortune led him thither in 
hope of getting rich. He was hardly worth 
picking, but a Board of Trade man named B. 
J. McCleary, having nothing to do at the time, 
performed the work neatly and with dispatch. 
Ray's first flyer was in corn; loss $31. Not sat- 
isfied With that, he tried another turn in the 
same cereal and laid away $156. 
After a few days’ breathing-spell he 
went in again on ‘two _ 56,000-bushel 
lots, and, finding he could not bull the market 
on that amount, gave his broker orders to close 
out his deals. McCleary advised him to hold 
on, but Ray was disgusted. He had discovered 
that the money made on the board was chiefly 
for the insiders, of whom he was not one. At 
the time he gave the order to close out he was 
only about $100 behind on the deals, but Mc- 
Cleary failed to obey orders and subsequently 
presented a bill of $437.50 for balance due him. 
As Ray was just on the point of leaving the 
city the 26th of October last on his train he 
was approached by a person who read 
some unintelligible words to him, but 
he was whisked out of the depot the 
next instant and paid no attention to 
the matter. Recently he has learned that 
a judgment had been rendered against him for 
$437.50, and garnishee proceedings have been 
begun against the Pullman Palace-Car Com- 
pany. Ray now charges that the deals were 
gambling contracts and void, and that Mo- 
Cleary’s entries on his books were false and 
fraudulent, and asks for an injunction to pre- 
vent the collection of the judgment.

Now, what is the moral? Simply this, that where 
the right conditions exist a wan can support a fum- 
ily of six persons and sometimes more on eight 
acres, and do it year after year. Besides, I keep 
three and sometimes five cows, and always one 
horse—all this on eight acres. The land grows 
richer, the buildings are im as repair as at 
first, and the working force besides myself is equal 
to one man eight months and one boy twelve 
months. I have lately added a hothouse, have 
fifty pear-trees and twenty-five grapevines in 
bearing, with a fine young orchard coming on; all 
fruit I have set with my own hands. I thought at 
first that my eight acres was too small, but I now 
find it land enough. I have had to work hard—too 
hard some of the time—but I have found leisure to 
read, enjoy life, and keep up with the times. 

The writer well remembers a place some 
three miles from an Eastern lake port of some 
30,000 people. In this little farm there were 
altogether about ten acres, of which the old 
farm house and the lawn occupied about half 
an acre. The barn and other buildings took 
fully another half acre, the rest being not very 
rich nor very favorable to fruit and 
growing. Yet that little place was made to pay 
a greater net income than any farm ofa 
hundred acres in that neignborhood. It sup- 
ported in comfort a family of at no time less 
than six, and frequently of eight people. At 
least one, and often two horses were kept; one 
man at all seasons, and as many occas 
helpers as might be needed were paid out of 
the proceeds of that little farm. What was 
more to the point, the work was never labori- 
ous, and the family was never much hurried by 
the duties of attending to the multiplicity of 
crops, except, possibly when the season of fresh 
fruits and warm and pleasant days broughta 
wurm of destinterested friends to visit. Only 

cow was kept, and not a chicken was to be 

on the place, during the summer; 

when Thanksgiving had passed, and the price 
of voultry had fallen somewhat, a few 
dozen fowls were bought. To them and an ad- 
ditional cow, bought late in the fall to supply 
the family with milk during the winter, the 
partly decayed fruits, and all the refuse of 
such a farm were fed. Reccéiving so much 
fresh food, with grain and occasional Sera 
from the butcher, the poultry gave a most li 
eral supply of eggs at atime when eggs were 
high in price. In many other ways careful 
management was brought to bear to make life 
on the ten acres pleasant and profitable far be- 
yond that on even well-conducted and prosper- 
ous large farms.

dress him, with stamp, upon the 
subject." The world may never know how

clearly unfair to help him encroach upon the 
field other hog-cholera sckemers have culti- 

vated so long and so diligently.

charge a reasonable number of seeds to any 
person who may properly apply for them the 
knowledge might interfere somewhat with the 
profits of this enterprizing Pennsylvanian.

If 
seeds, nostrums, or other goods are offered it 
will be safe to ask the nearest reputable dealer 
about them. If the article is good dealer 
will be glad to learn of it; if not he will be able 
to save the inquirer from being swindled—and 
generally be will have the pleasure of doing the 
latter. There is one safe rule in all such cases; 
it is that nothing will be offered to the public 
for less than its value.

The Eucalyptus and Malaria. 
A reader of Tae TRIBUNE writes from Rogers 


Park, III. asking if the eucalyptus tree will 
prevent malarial fevers, as, if it will, he will 
plant largely on his placein Florida before 
taking his family there tolive. The notion 
that the eucalyptus will prevent malaria seems 
to have no foundation infact or in reason. 
That the tree flourishes in regions where little 
if any malarial disease is known proves nothing 
as to its influence; and there seems to be no 
evidence showing that any known malaria) dis- 
trict has ever been made healthful by the 
growing of those or any other trees. Plenty of 
evidence does exist, however, showing that 
ague, and perhaps other malarial diseases, are 
e spores, which, 
under favorable conditions, grow in vast mul- 
titudes in a very brief time. These spores rise 
and float in the air to a limited hight above the 
earth, entering dwellings through open win- 
dows and doors. 

Many countries which, according to popular- 
ly-received ideas, should be malarial, are free 
from the diseases arising from malaria, while 
others which are dry and hot, with a soil undis- 
turbed by cultivation or not disturbed at all, 
are hot-beds of malaria. The vast tropical 
forests of Brazil, reeking with the damps of 
tropical rains and the exbalations of rotting 
vegetation, are free from malaria, while parts 
of this country which have few swamps and no 
decaying vegetation, are afflicted by such dis- 
eases. 

It is a curious fact that many of the 

which are tound among the causes of ague are 
identical in appearance, and seemingly so in 
habits of growth and multiplication, with the 
baccilli found in animals suffering from swine 
plague, or hog-cholera. Just how it would be 
possible for the eucalyptus, or any other tree 
or plant, to prevent the growth or the dissemin- 
ation of the germs of malarial diseases has not 
been made known, nor has the assertion that 
those trees do accomplish this ever received 
the indorsement of careful and competent ob- 
servers.

A considerable quantity of 
the best butter which comes on the general 
market is bought by the manufacturers of imi- 
tation goods. This is mixed, according to their 
own showing, with two, or three, or four times 
as much of some cheaper foreign commodity, 
and the whole is returned upon the market in 
as merchantable and attractive condition as at 
the first, and often even more so. It is put up 
in every style that the choicest fancies are, 
from the large oaken firkin to the tidiest little 
prints for the lunch-counter and the restau- 
rant. It requires only to compare the reports 
of receipts and shipments to see that there was 
more butter shipped out of Chicago last year 
than was shipped in—that is, the butter 
brought into Chicago was extended more than 
the entire consumption of the city.” 
At a recent meeting of the Scott County 
(Ia.) Agricultural Society Mr. John Raster 
said that he had gotten $640 from one and 
- three-quarters acres of strawberries in one sea- 
son. The varieties were Downing, Crescent, 
Cumberland, Triumph, and Golden Defiance. 
The average price a quart that year was nine 
cents. He said: It was a dry season, and [ 
cultivated my Crescents in the spring with a 
marked benefit. They stood the drouth better. 
I manure my ground and plow deeply in the 
fall before planting, and plow again, or back- 
get. in the spring, thus thoroughly mixing the 
manure with the soil. I would subsoil if my 
land would permit. I drag the ground ther- 
oughly and smooth with a smoothing-board. 
I plant rows three feet apart, and sct plants 
from twelve to eighteen inches apart in the 
row, and during the first season cultivate once 
u weck. The next year, after fruiting, I mow 
off rly vines and cultivate between the rows, 
leaving the row of vines from twelve to eight- 
een inches wide. I mulch with clean straw just 
enough to hide the vines.“ 


A Needed Reform in Breeding. 

Some three years ago the writer urged the 
view that the system of breeding and feeding 
cattle and sheep for the development of the 
greatest possible quantity of tallow for a given 
quantity of food was wasteful and therefore 
wrong. Only a few weeks have passed since 
Tae TRIBUNE again called attention to this 
fact, for fact it is beyond a question, and after- 
ward presented some suggestions as to the 
way by which a larger quantity of nutritious 
meat may be produced. One result of these 
articles is seen in the agricultural periodicals 
here and abroad in which the opinions and 
facts presented by Tux TRIBUNE have been put 
forth, sometimes in new garb, but essentially 
as first given. . 

There is little reason for doubting that those 
who have not already done so will soon wish 
they had secured a breed of sheep or of cattle 
which will make a large growth of flesh with 
comparatively little fat. The “ripe” beast 
will no longer be one overloaded with tallow; 
in fact, the ‘‘ patchy” bullock will be rejected 
us unprofitable and unfit for human food, as it 
is. Consumers will readily accept views which 
are clearly based on self-evident facts, and will 
refuse to buy soap-makers’ material, worth 
little or nothing for food. When they pay for 
beef or mutton they will insist upon getting 
beef or mutton, and will not receive tallow in- | 
stead. When they pay from 15 to 25 cents for 
meat they will not accept in its stead. candle- 
grease worth 4 or 5 cents per pound.

produce good, juicy, and tender beef and mut- 
ton which is not accompanied by larxe masses 
of wasteful tallow. The poor laborer in field 
or shop may buy the fat from a mistaken idea 
of economy—such stuff goes further with the 
children,“ but it does not nourish the children, 
and is therefore as wasteful for the laborer as 
it would be for the rich man. The active out- 
door life of the laborer may enable his stomach 
to dispose of a greater quantity of fat than his 
more prosperous neighbor could digest, but it 
by no means follows that the laborer gains by 
using such food, if food it should be called. 

The experience of generations shews that 
domestic animals are inthe hands of man as 
plastic clay in the hands of the potter. They 
may be molded by the breeder’s art to almost 
any desired form, and to them may be impart- 
ed, by the same means, almost any desired 
characteristics. If the demand is for lean, 
juicy, tender beef and mutton, then the breed- 
er will soon place before the consumer lean, 
tender, and juicy beef and mutton. A little 
time will be required in which to make the 
change, but it will be made.

Trichiniasis. 

At last the cause of trichiniasis in swine is 
accounted for by a scientific man. Dr. Rup- 
precht gives in the Vierteljahrachrift fuer Ge- 
richtliche Medicine for July, 1883, some ideas 
which will interest the Chicago packer. He | 
says that trichiniasis was taken to Germany by 
English boars about 1820, and that these Ru- 
glish swine derived it from Chinese hogs. He 
admits that trichine are not transmitted, but 
argues that Chinese people eat rats, and 
as rate also harbor trichine, he thinks 
that Chinese hogs and rats are the cause of tri- 
chine in English pork, and therefore in Ger- 
man. The existence of trichine in American 
‘pork is accounted for by the learned Doctor 
thus: “In America, especially in Chicago and 
Cincinnati, the centres of swine-breeding and | 
export of swine, many hundred thousand Chir 
namen are employed.“ 

Bridgeport will de to learn that 
Chinamen by the hundred thousand are em- 
ployed in the great packing-houses of Chicago. 
The belief has lurked in the minds of some 
people that the Chinaman who dared venture 
within the odorous precincts of the Stock- Yards 
district would never make a second trip if be 
should be so fortunate as to get off sound in 
life and limb. Trichiniasis would 1 
. him off. The journal in which Dr. Rup- 
precht gives the above original ideas to the 
public is of a strictly scientific character; but 
for this fact the argument that because cdo- 
lies eat pork and rats American pork must be 
more trichinous than any other, because we 
employ more coolies, would be unworthy 
of notice. On this subject the Journal of Com- 

ve Medicine says: ** Admitting the coolies, 
the rat theory of infecting bogs has absolutely 
no foundation. The truth is, when fresh pork 
scraps are plentiful, as well as the rats to eat 
them, as in packing-houses, the rats are highly 
trichinous—some 80 per cent. Rats caught in 
sewers, stables, ete., are scarcely trichinous— 
say, 3 or 4 per cent, and scarcely that. 

There is no need to admit that coolies are 
employed in packing-houses. It is not likely 
that one was ever employed in such a place 
in America at least. s yet almost absolutely 
nothing is known of the origin of trichiniasis, 
or of the extent to which it is spread over the 
world. Dr. J. Payne, of New Orleans, says 
that among the hogs he has examined those 
that were corn-fed were mostly trichinous. But 
Nov. 25, 1880, a large wild boar was caught in 
the swamps of El Hulah, on the Jordan (“ Vir 
chows Archiv,” Vol. 83). Its flesh, apparently 
sweet, fat, and healthy, was eaten by the peo- 
ple of the village. In many cases the meat 
was not half cooked. Not one of those who 
thus ate escaped suffering from trichiniasis. Of 
the 262 afflicted by the disease 124 were males, 
108 females, and thirty-five were children. Six 
died. head. oi the boar was cooked three 
times before any of it was eaten, and not one 
of those who ate of it was sick therefrom.

MEXICO’S RESOUBCES. 

Mexico has long commanded much attention 
as a productive country. Her mineralogical 
and metallurgical elements have afforded 
industrial pursuit almost wholly to her 
native workmen, a condition of 
however which is fast being diss! 
pated by the. advance of events and 
the steady development of her agricultural 
resources, and the wealth that lies in her 
forests of rich woods and gardens of luscious 
fruits. Her coffee is among the most fragrant 
and delicious in the w ; her tobaeco is ex- 
ported to Cuba, there manufactured into 
“clear Havanas,”’ and reshipped to American 
markets as the article native to the Cuban isle. 
Rice, sugar, and cotton are products of nearly 
one-half her domain. Iron is found in one 
State—Durang2-—only, yet in immense quanti- 
ties and fine qualities. Lead, zinc, eopper, 
coal, petroleum, and other marketable articles 
only await the developing energies of capital 
to return substantial fortunes. On the Sierra 
Madre slopes grows an infinit variety and sup- 
ply of timber. Where these slopes break into 
occasional levels flourish the finest fruits and 
flowers. On the vast plains stretching from 
Sonora to Oaxaca is Nature's greenest nutrr 
ment, enough to feed and raise millions of stock. 

As those irresistible conquerors of civiliza- 
tion’s opponents—steam and electricity—ad- 
vance their forces, the mule and stage-coach 
relegate themselves to a fantom past, and 
where once the log was rough-hewn by the 
woodman’s ax the steam-saw will smoothly and 
symmetrically shape it for the perfect finish of 
the skilled workman; for the prestige of Cali- 
fornia is in danger of passing to the possession 
of the Mexican States of Jalisco, Oaxaca, 
Michoacan, Chicas, and Tobasco, because of 
their extensive growths of various woods. The 
Aztecs applied the first syliable of the word 
‘*hochitl” (meaning a flower) to anything dis- 
tinguished for fine floral beauty, strength, and 
quality, and many places, such as Hochitlepec 
(flower-hill), Hochiticato (flower-site), Hochitl- 
milcol (flower-garden), ete., retain these 
names. The Izquixochit!, fine red glazed 
Jaloxochitl, yellow M Oceloxochitl, small 
red, white, and es , and very aromatic. 
Cacajoxochill, the light blue Cempoazochitl, and 
countless other floral gems that have never yet 
received Latin baptism, are hidden to the ad- 
miration of our people. Yet these give some 
idea of what Aztec floriculture was, and how 
prized and cultivated it is by Aztec descend- 
ants. In this same family is a remarkable 
plant—the Maguey—the fluid extract of which 
is a most powerful opiate. The little pea is 
also ground into a flour, principally used in 
pastry by the peons. It requires so little cul- 
tivation and is so prolific that one acre pro- 
duces a crop sufficient for a life supply.

To the 
seeker after health, pleasure, and the grandeurs 
of Nature wonderful dominions stored with 
everything of interest. The terrible Gulf 
Coast, the fearful insurrections, and scourging 
Black Jack have lost their terrors now that 
railways obviate sea travel, civilization crushes 
turbulance, and science masters the scourge. 
To the tourist the country is strangely fascinat- 
ing and there are towns and places which it is 
irresistible to leave, once in them. 
Time has added weird destruction to the su- 
perb palace of Mitla. The cave of Cacahumil- 
pa is still Empress of Nature's temples, with

Utter Worthlesness and Low

The Scandalous Manner in Which Miscon- 
duct of All Descriptions Is Delib- 
cerately Overlooked. 


More Officers than Can Possibly Be Made Use 
Of—Some of Their Misdemeanors—The 
Naval Academy, Ete., Ete. 


After the War of 1812 the nava! officers were 
wont to remark that they were looked upon 
by the veople as pillars in war, but as cater- 
Pillars in peace.” It had been the custom of 
Congress to almost disband the navy after each 
war, apparently sharing the opinion of Thomas 
Jefferson that A navy is the most expensive 

t all means of defense, and the tyranny of 
Governments consigts in the expensiveness of 
their machinery.” There were no wholesale 
dismissals, however, after the peace of 1815, 
and for thirty-one years the officers enjoyed 
an uninterrupted nap on the laurel wreaths 
won in the periodical wars up to 1815. A Board 
of Navy Commissioners, composed of four 
senior Captains, was created, which, with the 
Secretary of the Navy at its head, conducted 
the affairs of the navy. A number of old 
‘wagons were built and the personnel of the 
mavy increased in numbers. By 1842 the im- 
becility of the Navy Commissioners had be- 


come so evident and their unpopularity. 


BO great as to cause Congress to 
create the bureau system in lieu of 
the Navy Commissioners. The war with Mex- 
%%% gave the navy a galvanic life and an ex- 
cuse for increasing the number of officers, un- 
til, by an act of Congress of February, 1855, 
“to promote the éfficiency of the navy,“ u 
material reduction was authorized. John C. 
Dobbin, Secretary of the Navy, in accordance 
with this act, appointed a board of fifteen naval 
officers to inquire into the habits and general 
efficiency of officers on the active list, and to 
report to him the names of such as ought to be 
placed on leave pay,” “furlough pay,” or be 
dropped. 

The board reported July 25, 1855, recom- 
mending 71 officers for leave pay, 71 to be fur- 
Joughed, and 49 to be dropped. The President 
approved the finding of the court, and Sept. 13, 
1855, 8 Captains, 6 Commanders, 19 Lieuten- 
ants, 9 Masters, and 12 Passed Midshipmen 
were dismissed from the service. It was to be 
expected, as a matter of course, that the board 
that rid the navy of a lot of good-for-nothing 
fellows would be criticised very bitterly, but 
time has shown that it acted with an hon- 
est purpose and good judgment. In the 
Congress of 1857, however, much of the pre 
vious good work was undone, and nearly one- 
half of the officers dropped or retired in 1855 
were restored, and form to this day a nucleus 
of as undeserving a lot of men on the retired 
list as ever disgraced any service. 

AT THE BEGINNING OF THE REBELLION. 

Jan. 1, 1861, the personnel of the navy con- 
pisted of 613 line officers, including fiity-five 
midshipmen; 481 staff officers, including nine 
naval constructors; 175 warrant officers, twen- 
ty-four navy agents and storekeepers, and 
gixty-threee officers of the marine corps. Res- 
ignations began early in 1861 and continued up 
to January 1862, during which time the loss 
was 287 from resignations and 208 from dis- 


missals, shown as follows:

This reduced the personnel of the navy nearly 
83 per cent, and a large number of those pe- 
maining were too far advanced in years tor 
duty at sea. A number of dismissed officers 
were reinstated, and some of those that re- 
Bigned a few years before again joined the 
navy; but the merchant marine contributed, 
as in former wars, volunteers whose efficiency 
and bravery compared favorably with that of 
the regular officers. In January, 1865, there 
were 507 line officers, 835 staff, 194 warrant, 
@nd 5,278 volunteer officers. Of the latter, 
1,883 acted as line officers. The majority were 
seamen, plain and simple; but a very brief 
course of instruction in gunnery and quarter- 
deck routine sufficed to make them as efficient 
&s regular officers, and many of the latter owe 


their advancement to the skill and bravery of 


_ the volunteer officers under their command. 
In January, 1864, when much work yet re- 
mained to be done by the navy, the higher 
grades appeared then, as now, to have a pref- 
erence for shore duty, such as building ships 
and making guns of questionable utility. The

sixty-three on shore duty, and fifty-two waiting 
orders or furloughed. 1 

The volunteer officer, less amphibious than 
the regular officer, was illy adapted for shore 
duty, and he was therefore sent to sea to fight 
or to chase blockade runners. The popular 
demand for a recognition of the gallant serv- 
ices of the volunteers resulted September, 1866, 
in the appointment of a board of naval of- 
ficers for the examination of volunteer officers 
who desired promotion to the regular navy. 
Of the 426 volunteers summoned only 306 ap- 
peared for examination; sixty-four passed, and 
three declined to accept. Sixty-one volunteers 
‘were thus ab orbed by the regular navy. They 
were a ine lot of men, who had participated 
in all the hardships of actual service 
trom the beginning to the end of the War, yet 
the youngsters who went to the Naval Acade- 
my during 1860 and 1863 took precedence in 
rank and the ex-vyolunteers were placed at least 
fifty numbers below the position they were 
justly entitled to. Twenty-five of the ex-vol- 
unteers are on the active list as Lieutenant- 
Commanders and thirteen as Lieutenants, the 
remainder having either died, retired, or re-

litical backing has any reason to fear. It needs 
not a very thorough examination of the Navy 
Register to convince the least observant that 
the frequent repetition of surnames is not, as 
in a city directory, accidental, but represents 
families empracing three generations and many 
ramifications. As a matter of fact, young men 
become naval! officers like their fathers, grand- 
fathers, uncles, and cousins, the pay being 
large, the perquisites considerable, the duties 
insignificant, and the dangers nil. By far the 
largest proportion of naval officers die from 
old age, intemperance, or other causés not 
incident to the service. 

March 6, 1876, Commander R. W. Meade made 
the statement before the Congressional Investi- 
gating Committee that: Under our system of 
promotion ail I have to do is to keep a good 
digestion and live long enough and I am sure 
to reach the highest rank in the naval service 
of my country, no matter whether I do any- 
thing for the country or not. I know of no 
other service in which that is the case.“ (See 
Mis. Doc. 170, Part 6, page 145; 44th Congress, 
lst Session. 

Admiral and other officers have ex- 
pressed similar views. They also complain of 
the many unworthy officers placed upon the 
retired list, and remonstrate against the re- 
instatement by Congress of officers who have 
been dismissed by sentence of court-martial. 
The retiring board is responsible for the filling 
up of the retired list of officers who should be 
dismissed, and every dismissed officer who ap- 
peals to Congress for reinstatement can always 
procure indorsements from other officers as 
guarantees that he will sin no more if permit- 
ted to enter the service again. The complaints 
of-Porter, Meade, and others, therefore, do not 
appear to be just, as they are themselves re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs. 

„ DRUNKS AND DISORDERLIES.” 

The following record of dismiseals, suspen- 
sions, furloughs, and reprimands may revive 
the memory of these complaining officers, who, 
as members of the courte-martial, either failed 
to do their duty for family or other reasons. 
The record points to several important facts. 
It shows that intemperance prevails throughout 
the line and staff. It shows that of late years 
officers of the lower grades have been court- 
martialed for drunkenness and breach of disci- 
pline, auguring a very dubious future efficiency 
of those particular officers. It shows also that 
an officer once court-martialed for drunkenness 
becomes of little, if any, future use, and that a 
mitigation of punishment, such as suspension 
instead of dismissal, is a great wrong to the 
service, and perhaps also to the offender him- 
self. It further shows that the retired-list 
privilege is much abused, and cannot be cor- 
rected any too soon. It finally indicates a 
number of persons on the active list in the 
service that should be weeded out.

Total 
sea service between 1865 and 1883, Only one year 
and ten months, and seven years and seven months 
unemployed. 

Rhind, A. C., entered the navy 1838; dropped 
Sept. 13, 1855; reinstated in 1858; commissioned 
Commander Jan. 2, 1863; Captain March 2, 1870; 
Commodore Sept. 30, 1876; Rear-Admirai Oct. 30, 
1883. Total sea service since 1865, one year eleven 
months, and seven years eleven months unem- 
ployed. Last cruise, April, 1874. Retired Oct. 31, 
1883, on a pay of $4,500. 

Stevens, Thomas H., entered the navy 1836; 
dropped Sept. 13, 1855; reinstated 1857; commis- 
sioned Commander July 16, 1862; Captain July 25, 
1866; Commodore Nov. 20, 1872; Rear-Admiral Oct. 
27, 1879. Retired May 27, 1881, on a pay of $4,500.

THE DISGRACEFUL RECORD. 

The foregoing record is derived from the 
published general orders of the Navy Depart- 
ment and data contained in the annual Navy 
Register. Where no cause is assigned for the 
dismissal, suspension, furlough, or reprimand 
of the respective officers it is because the Navy 
Department has not made public the causes 
that prompted it to punisi these officers. 
Drunkenness or neglect of duty may be set 
down as the causes in every instance. The 
list, large as it, is by no means complete. Only 
the records of officers now living appears in 
the foregoing, and there have been many courts- 
martial in squadrons on drunken officers of 
which the public have never heard nor will 
ever know anything about. Painful and hu- 
miliating as this list of drunken and neglectful 
officers may be to individuals, it is for the good 
of the service that its unworthy members 
should be known. Naval officers, from the 
Admiral down through all intermediate grades 
to midshipmen, are public servants, harsh 
as the term may sound in the ears 


of what Porter terms it—the only aristoc 


racy 
of the United States. They are well paid for 
their services, and, when doing their plain and 
simple duty, such as saving property and lives 
at sea, or fighting gallantly in time of war 
their acts are, in most instances, magnified 
into deeds of heroism. It is, therefore, not 
unreasonable to exact from the officers that 
they should keep sober and abstain from cru- 
elty, embezzlement, and other scandalous con- 
duct. 
Courts-martial, notwithstanding the supposed 
high intellect and dazzling honor of the officers 


composing such boards, are susceptible to the 


same: influences which at times make common 
juries appear strange in their vagaries. 

A Marine Board was appointed in December, 
1864, to report upon Capt. E. McD. Reynolds, a 
candidate for retirement. The board consisted 
of Lieut.-Col. Ward Marston, Surgeon Charles 
Eversfield, and Delavan Bloodgood, Lieut.-Col.

Graham. The recommended the 
Captain as a proper subject for retirement, 
notwithstanding he was a confirmed drunkard 
and a disreputable person. Gideon Wells, then 
Secretary of the Navy, became so indignant at 
this miscarriage of justice as to place the on- 
tire board on furlough pay for three months 
and kick ed the Captain out of the service. 

On another occasion a court-martial was held 


on Thomas C. Ridgely, Acting Second Assistant 


Engineer, for some offense not now on record. 
The court-in all seriousness reported to the 
Navy Department that the party charged with 
the certain offense had been found not guilty 
and sentenced to be dishonorably dismissed 
from the naval service of the United States.“ 
The Secretary in General Order No. 57, of April 
11. 1865, gives his opinion on this subject as fol- 
lows: ‘A sentence so evidently illegal in 

of the finding is, of course, set aside.“ 

It is noticeable, however, that when Jack is 
hauled up he receives no mercy; his drunken 
freaks generally result in imprisonment for 
months or years. There is not a case on record 
in which a defaulting Paymaster has been im- 
prisoned. The bonds of these officers range 
from $10,000 to $25,000, and are ridiculously in- 
sufficient. The Government has lost over 
$1,500,000 by swindling Paymasters, a list of 
seventy-three of which was made public seven 
years ago. It does not even appear that any 
efforts have been made to recover the money 
stolen. 

In Secretary Chandler's report of Dec. 1, 1883, 
appears the following under the head of ** Per 
sonnel of the Navy 

A A certain proportion of officers in every 

e ure, for various reasons, not fitted for or 


likely to be ordered to the command of vessels or 
any other important duty. Their deficiencies are 4 
not as tangible as to afford grounds for excluding 
them from the service by courts-martial, and many 
of them manage to work through the examinations 
for promotion. Their number is not large, and it is 
certainly not desirable to exaggerate the evil asa 
means of correcting it. But such officers, whether 
few or many, are an incubus upon the establish- 
ment. They do no service, are an unnecessary pub- 
lic burden, and stand inthe way of competent, 
faithful, and meritorious officers. 


The Secretary had probably in his mind such 


officers as have acquired the habit of steady 
drinking without getting drunk as lords and 
creating scandal. 
and at the Navy Yards, there are 
quite a number of that class who are 
continually uuder the influence of liquor. 
There are again others who reach the grade of 
Lieutenants before it is realized that they are 
unfitted for sea service, being either unable to 
overcome the nausea when on the water or 
upon whom the smell of bilge-water in a ship 
operates so powerfully as to incapaciate them 
for service. (There is one officer on the retired 
list retired for such a cause.) Others again will 
never become sailors, and as a consequence 
they cannot be trusted at sea. One notable in- 
stance is that of Rear-Admiral Dahlgreen, who 
was only twelve years and one month at sea 
during a period of forty-four years and five 
months in the service. He was never able to 
come an deck when it blew a sterm, but being 
otherwise an excellent officer, and especially at 
home in ordnance matters, performed nearly 
twenty-three years’ shore duty.

arrived at the conclusion that there are too 
many officers for the ships. The Secretary 
shows that when forty-three vessels are in 
commission (nineteen more than at the present 
time) it will only require 3865 line 
officers, eighty-three ot the medical corps, forty- 
three Paymasters, and 157 Engineers, making a 
total of 648 above the grade of midshipmen. 
An act of Congress of Aug. 5, 1882, provides 
for a gradual reduction of both branches until 
the former shall have been reduced from 748 to 
620 and the latter from 530 to 436. The Secre- 
tary’s estimate of forty-three vessels in com- 
mission is so liberal as not to be likely of real- 
ization during piping times of peace. In fact, 
it is not likely that there will be any more ships 
in service for many years to come than the 
present number, in which event the officers 
now afloat and ashore would 


be sufficient for 


all requirements. 


As a matter of fact, there were in August 
last 329 line officers more than Jan. 1, 1864, as 
the following table shows:

Did not 
Ristori and Patti segmrate from their husbands, 
and did not Sontag die from the results of an 
intrigue?

Behind 
some of the best actresses the English stage 
has had have been solid husbands, not stage 
husbands. 

“A few weeks a New-Yorker who fell 
desperately in love with Scalchi was amazed to 
find when he had made her acquaintance that 
she was the mother of three bouncing boys and 
that her name was Lolly. Others have been 
equally surprised to find. that the chambermaid 
Effie Germon, so long the delight of Waliack 
audiences, has had three or four husbands. 

It is not generally known that actresses, 
after they are married, retain their maiden 
names and prefix on the stage at the request of 
their husbands, who have a squeamishness - 
about the matter. An actress, as a rule, pre- 
fers when she is married to be known as Mrs., 
but the husband objects for some reason. It 
is not hard to see what that reason is. He ob- 
jects to having it supposed that his wife sup- 
ports him, although he does not always object 
to being supported by her.“ 

* But do you think that the exciting life of 
an actress is compatible with the duties of a

Hundreds of actresses have made it com- 
patible.

There is a great deal more truth 
in this than people suspect. It simply means 
that a woman cannot express love in her act- 
ing who is ignorant of its emotions.”

The difference 
is that the actress’ husband is prouder of hav- 
ing an actress than of having a wife. Tue oth- 
er fellow is satisfied with having a wife, and 
doesn't care about the actress. This type of 
stage husband is best seen among those Italian 
artists who come here during an opera season. 
He is generally a deferential, slightly hen- 
—— hat-in-hand nonentity, who has a nom- 
nal marital authority among men because the 
songstress has labeled him her husband. His 
duties are to walk up and down the foyer 
during a performance, flatter newspaper men, 
cut the notices from the papers, air the Scotch 
terrier, and carry his wife’s overshoes and 


“The stageo-husband of the English drama 
has more enterprise. He always has an ambi- 
tion to take his wife on the road and manage 
her himself. But as he never was able to man- 
age her on a flat, he generally fails on the road. 
Then she comes back and gets another man- 
ager, sometimes another husband. He is the 
standing nuisance of the box-office.
